14 in ASSSC Election Tomorrow 


Fourteen students seeking 
eight elective positions in the AS 
and three amendments to the 
College’s constitution will be 
voted on in tomorrow’s special 
election, 

According to Elections Coor- 
dinator Nadien Weinberg polls 
will be located in the Business 
Administration building, in front 
of the Snack Bar and in front 
of the Library. 

The polls will be open from 
9 am to 8 pm and will be super- 
vised by members of Silver Key 
and Blue Key honorary leader- 
ship fraternities, 

All students are 
vote in the election. 

The elective posts to be fill- 
ed include six members of the 
College Union committee for the 
coming academic year, one stu- 
dent representative to the Board 
of Finance and one business ad- 
ministration representative to the 
student Board of Directors, 

Students elected to the latter 
two posts will serve only until 
the end of this academic year. 
They will replace Tibor Benke 
on the BOF and Barry Binning 
on the BOD, who resigned their 
posiitons recently, 

The three constitutional am- 
endments to be voted on include 
one which reapportions the BOD, 
one which would change the name 
of the BOD to the Student Senate 
and one which redefines the duties 
of the vice president of the 
student body. 

The only announced candidate 
for the business administration 
spot on the BOD is Eddie Lee, 
a junior business administration 
major from North Highlands, 

Two candidates are vying for 
the post of student representative 
to the BOF, They are William 
Schmidt, a sophomore history

major, and David Farrell, a jun 
ior psychology major from Wood- 
land Hills, California, Schmidt 
has been serving this year as a 
Student member of the College 
Union Committee.

Free Expression Bill 
Faces BOD Action Tonight 


A bill entitled ‘Freedom of 
Expression and Association” will 
be voted on during tonight’s meet- 
ing of the AS Board of Direc- 
tors in the Sierra Room from 
7 pm to 9 pm. 

The bill states that AS mem- 
bers and AS recognized orgal- 
izations shall be free to examine 
and to discuss all questions of 
interest to them and to express 
opinions publicly or privately, 
They shall also be free to sup- 
port causes by any orderly law- 
ful means which do not disrupt 
the regular and essential oper- 
ation of the college. 

Bill 35 further states that 
AS recognized organizations 
shall be allowed to invite and hear 
any speaker of their own choos- 
ing, subject to the orderly sched- 
uling of facilities and policies 
of the California State College 
system. Sponsorship of guest 
speakers by an organization shall 
not be deemed to imply neces- 

sary approval or endorsement 
of the views expressed by the 
speaker, either by the sponsor- 
ing organization or the AS, 

A second bill to be considered 
will define and limit the author- 
ity to recommend disciplinary 
action for individuals in viola- 
tion of SSC regulations, 


During the meeting, Kit Oase, 
AS president, will present his 
annual report on the state of 
SSC consisting of a report on 
the various branches of the AS 
student government, what has 
been accomplished, what is yet 
to do and plans for the remain- 
ing weeks of the semester. 

Oase will also give a report 
on his visit to Chico State Col- 
lege where he spoke with the 
college president and the stu- 
dent body president, 

Discussion will be held on pro- 
posals to amend the election 
code concerning petitions and 
initiative regulations. 

Further announcements which 
will be made include a report 
that a group of student bodv 
presidents, including SSC Kit 
Oase, representing the Califor- 
nia State College Student Presi- 
dents Association will meet with 
Governor Ronald Reagan on 
March 14 to discuss the tuition 
problem, It will also be men- 
tioned that there will be a ref- 
erendum on next Wednesday’s 
election ballot concerning tul- 
tion and budgetary cuts in or- 
der to determine the drift of 
student opinion on the issue, 

The BOD meeting will be open 
to the public,

executive council, 

He would also, under the direc- 
tion of the AS President, super- 
vise the executive boards and 
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their chairmen and assist them in 
the performance of their duties, 

Under this proposed amend- 
ment he would meet with the 
chairman of each executive board 
at least twice each mouth dur- 
ing the academic year, In addi- 
tion he would submit reports of 
the actions of the executive boards 
to the AS President from time to 
time, 4S required by the Presi- 
dent, 

He would be the chief student 
financial officer of the AS, (Tnis 
would do away with the post of 
AS Treasurer.) 

Constitutional Amendment Se- 
ven would change the name of the 
Student legislature body—the 
Board of Directors—to the Stu- 
dent Senate, 

Constitutional Amendment 
Eight reapportions the Board of 
Directors in accordance with the 
reorganization of the College its- 
elf, Under this proposed system 
there will be one student elect- 
ed at large to serve as BOD 
(Student Senate) Chairman, the 
dean of students or his repre- 
sentative, one faculty member 
and 12 students elected to rep- 
resent students majoring in the 
various academic schools and 
autonomous divisions, and anun~ 
declared majors’ representative, 

There will be no men’s or 
women’s representatives, 

Student representatives will be 
appointed according to the popu- 
lation of the various majors, 
which will be determined annual- 
ly within 30 days following the 
beginning 
beginning of instruction for the 
spring semester.

LSD is now illegal, but there 
is little doubt that the use of 
this drug will increase in spite of 
of the law on our campus as 
well as on others, It is well 
known that some _ students 
have used or are using the drug 
on the campus, I suspect that 
many more are curious and are 
considering experimenting with 
LSD, Whether the law is good 
or bad, what are the personal 
consequences of taking LSD? Is 
it worth the risk’ What are the 
chances of “Freaking out’? What 
are the long-range effects in 
terms of the changes in life pat- 
tern which seem to accompany 
regular usage? There are maiy 
psychological questions, also, 
For example, is the subjective 
world of increased awareness one 
of mystical realization or one of 
the opening up of the unconscious; 
a state of ego transcendance or 
of regression? What are the 
changes that take place in the 
user’s sense of reality; is the 
validation of a subjective hypo- 
thesis a truer perception of what 
the real meanings of life are, 
or is this a withdrawal from 
what is real?

The 
Literary 
Scene

There are very few science- 
fiction writers, four or five at 
most, whose works have a wide 
literary efforts have ranged from 
short story anthologies like “R 
is For Rocket’’ and ‘‘The Martian 
Chronicles’’ to more conserva- 
tive jobs, such as the screen 
adapation for Herman Melville’s 
‘*Moby Dick’, In these he has 
consistently shown a high level 
of literacy and a profusion of 
style. This only serves to 
heighten the readers’ sadness 
upon reading his poor showing 

The most enduring piece of 
literature to be found in that 
novel, ‘Something Wicked This 
Way Comes,” is the quote from 
Shakespeare’s Macbeth which in- 
troduces the book, After that it 
is all downhill. Bradbury’s famed 
creativity seems to have faced a 
veritable dustbowl state of ex- 
istence as he began ‘‘Something 
Wicked’’ for the book is nothing 
more than an expansion of five 
or six of his short stories (The 
Illustrated Man, et al’) into 
better than two hundred page 
form, And 
expansion it is at that. 

By stretching himself so far, 
Bradbury has robbed himself of 
all substance, and his characters 
of all motivation, He seems to 
have tried half-hearted! to 
introduce some sort of allegory 
on the nature of youth and age, 
and the eternal battles between 
the two. He portrays youth and 
age almost as a virtue and vice, 
respectively. The allegory is 
a good one, but it is managed 
too heavy-handedly and brough 
into the story too late (as if 
Bradbury suddenly realized he 
was writing a clunk, and tried to 
inject some philosophy at the 
last minute) to be of any value, 

Bradbury’s characters are not 
shallow; they are completly 
amorphic, without form, The 
author’s mad stab at poetry has 
forever rendered them unbeliev- 
able and destroyed even the faint- 
est hope of a reader’s sympathy. 

In short, “Something Wicked 
This Way Comes” is a very poor 
book. It is not without interest, 
not devoid of suspense—but the 
interest and suspense are so 
short and so fleeting that no 
firm memory comes to mind, 
Don’t read it, Ray Bradbury, 
as an author, deserves a better 
review, but “‘Something Wicked,”’ 
as a novel, does not,
